With profound grief we chronicle this week the death 
of the Rev. S. Alfred Adler, the only son of the Chief 
Rabbi and Mrs. Adler. The career of this gifted 
preacher, broken almost the threshhold, must have awakened 
sanguine hopes in those who best knew its possibilitics, It has ended 
sadly, distressingly, at almost its opening chapters. To the colutns of 
this journal Mr. Adler was no stranger. They bore more than one stirring 
message from his pen. Those moving appeals, signed * A Lover of my 
People,” were we need now no longer conceal the fact—the product ot his 
zeal and ability. He possessed a stately and dignitied elojuence, whieh 
derived no little of its power from the sincerity, of his writings, his deep 
religious spirit, and that passion for his people which found its expres- 
sion in his nom-de-plume. The very last communication which he addressed 
to this journal the swan song of his brief career—was a stimulating cal! 
for sustained religious effort, for ininterrupted communal peace and for 
unadulterated communal honesty. ° Let us manfully strive to put our 
house in order,’ he wrote, * ere it be too late.” This message, almost from 
the grave, signed passionately, ‘In Gottes Namen,” may our community 
ponder well this day! ‘To Dr. and Mrs. Adler the hearts of our people will 
eo out in the bereavement that has befallen them in their declining years. 
That the Almighty may scften the blow will be the prayer of all who have 
learned to love and revere them. May the knowledge that the memory of 
their son—of his winning, simple aud unatlected character—will long. be 
treasured in our community, help to solace them in this hour of great 
trial!

would be avoided, and we venture to think that 
Lord Rothschild’s appeal, to the Jewish electors in North-West Manchester 
will be found to be in this category. To ask Jews to exercise the franchise 
in a body.as Jews is a course which ought to be taken only in extreme 
cases when the interests of our people yuu Jews are clearly involved. Such 
an instance in our view occurred at the bye-election in the same con- 
stituenecy of North-West Manchester when a member of the present 
Government was. seeking re-election. Then the administration of the 
Aliens Act, for which Mr. Churchill was at the time partially and is now 
almost wholly responsible, was the question upon which Jews were asked 
to discard ordinary Party allegiance and vote as Jews. The Aliens Act, 
it was pointed out with much force, affects chiefly those who are Jews, 
both directly and indirectly, and affects them because they are Jews. It is 
because they are Jews our people are persecuted in eastern Kuro)e and have 
to fly to places where the Jew is not subjected to exceptional laws. And, 
upon our community because they are Jews devolves the duty of seeing that 
the condition of their persecuted brethren shall be mitigated by every oppor- 
tunity of release from persecution being kept open to them. In any case, 
we are bound to take care that the door of freedom is not shut on 
thousands of our poor brothers and sisters as, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, it could be very effectually by the Aliens Act. In that appeal 
Lord Rothschild did not take part; indeed, if we recollect aright, his 
Lordship expressed himself averse from the action taken by Jews in that 
election. |

It is difficult, then, to justify Lord Rothschild’s present manifesto. 
He specifically rules out of consideration as “trivial in comparison” 
those “ measures which interest them specially like the Aliens 
Act,” and bases the appeal of the foremost Jew in the United Kingdom to 
the Jewish electors upon questions which may affect them and in which 
they may feel interest to be sure, but certainly not as Jews, only as citizens 
of the Empire. To endeavour to utilise his great position in the community 
for the purpose of creating aJewish vote in favour of a particular party upon 
questions in no sense Jewish appears to us undesirable, and such 
action will, we believe, in the interests of whatever party it is attempted 
prove utterly futile. Jewish voters in Manchester or anywhere else, his 
Lordship may be assured, will not be found behind their brethren in the 
United States, ‘to whom Lord Rothschild alluded, in utilising the franchise

We regret exceedingly that no invitations were sent 
The Reform to the Press to attend the meeting of the West 


of *’Reform.”” London Synagogue last Sunday. Having received no 


bidding to the gathering, we did not send a repre- 
sentative, and are consequently unable to supply our readers with a 
detailed first-hand report of what took place. We ean only say that we can 
discern no intelligible reason for pursuing a policy of quasi-concealment. in 
this matter. The discussion, if fully reported, could have caused no inju ry to 
the synagogue itself. It might conceivably have provided valuable ruidance 
for the community on subjects of the utmost importance. To con- 
duct it behind virtually closed doors was, therefore, an ill-advised action. 
setting up a mischicvous precedent. From the results of the meeting, how- 
ever, aS given in another column, it would appear that the recommendations 
of the Committee regarding the proposed changes in the ritual were 
shelved, at all events, for the time being. We cannot pretend to regard 
this development with regret. The suggested alterations, as we have 
already pointed out, were not well-considered. They did not run on 
historic lines. They did not settle the question, but would have led to 
yet another stage, in which the Synagogueand the Jewish Religious Union 
would have taken their stand together as sister-bodies. Above all 
ignored the immense importance of our ancient tongue as the language 
of our people, in the. vital maintenance of which the synagogue 
must, to so large an extent, be relied upon. That the recom- 
mendations were not passed but referred to the Council. for further 
consideration, is proof that the Conservative interest in the synagogue is 
still strony, It is quite evident that the whole (question needs much 
further consideration before «ny final treatment is attempted ; and for our 
part we hope that the interval will be used to promote that ereater 
approximation between the synagogue and the main body of London Jews 
at which the more Conservative members recently hinted. What is wanted 
to-day is not the driving of a wedge further and further between the 
various branches of our community, but the closing up of the ranks in 
the face of common difficulties. It is the unifier whom we need, and not 
fhe divider and the alienator, the maintainer of essentials, not the breaker-

Had Mr. George completed the phrase he would 
have found a quotation which many of his audience would at once have 
ighted upon aS an eminently fitting counter to the prognostications of 
certain doom which, aceording to some prophets, hangs over this country : 
“In the day of evil the Eternal will render him escape.” That again is not 
48 the authorised version has it, but it is nearer the right translation from 
‘he original Hebrew. Here is the automatic reward which the psalmist 
‘eclared Comes to him who brings wise consideration to the downcast, and 
here we have a modern politician with a keen zest for the iconoclastic in the 
interests of progress, with little reverence for the old merely because it 
is old, relying, for the supreme justification of a policy which has lashed 
‘o fury oceans of argument and seas of passion, upon a phrase uttered 
000 years ago by a Hebrew poet. Exchequer-Chancellor George marked 
‘he immobility of truth—he was forced to bow the knee to the eternal verity. 


Ought we Jews to be proud when great orators and statesmen are thus 
‘compelled to turn to our Book of Books for the rock of truth upon which 
vey can stand? It has been no uncommon experience. Gladstone ocea- 
ionally, and that sweetest and most perfect of orators, John Bright, 
‘requently did so. His exquisite adaptation of the story of the Shunamite 
woulan, his magnificent allusion to the Angel of Death in the Egyptian 
t.\odus, and his comparison of it with the havoc made in English homes by 
‘he Crimean War, are classical. Assuredly there is much to call forth a 
sentiment of pride in finding the Book, which has been preserved — to 
the “world by Jewish martyrdom, thus acclaimed as the repository of 
‘ruths not merely for the pulpit, but for the hard facts of every-day 
‘ile. Whether, however, Jews evince that pride about the Bible which they 
should, is a totally different. matter. To be candid, they do not. The Jew and 
‘1S Bible are not intimates. Kor one thing, the Jew in his youth has 
‘quaintance with it which is the acquaintance of a lad with bis task book, 
for the Bible is employed to teach him Hebrew translation—as he is taught 
atin translation from Virgil and French from Moliére. Is it remarkable 
‘Hat it does not often become a friend of the Jewish lad—that he packs it 
‘way with his other “taskmasters”’ as soon as his work is done? Bible- 


reading is an unknown quantity amongst us except in synagogue, and then—! 


But in the homes of Jews? Thousands of Jews do not possess even a 
copy of the Bible. A friend of mine once tested the matter. In, the course 
Of a round of visits to Jewish acquaintances, he at each home made some 


*xcuse and asked fora Bible, and in each case the bell was rung, the Christian 


servant was summoned, and the loan of her Bible requested. We read the 
Bible regularly, or rather parts of it, in the synagogue. But the attendance 
at Synagogue is scanty, and ignorance of the Hebrew in which it is read is 


woeful. Yet let the Bible be read, as it is occasionally, in the vernacular in 
the synagogue and mark the impression upon the worshippers. The identi- 


cal portion which when recited in Hebrew fell on inattentive ears and found 
the andience listless and indifferent, primes them at once to devotedness 
and a mental attitude of earnest receptiveness. This is where that wretched 
creature, the perverter of Jews, finds the hiatus in the armour of our people. 
With melliferous unectiousness he mouths--and’ distorts--the Bible text ; 
it-is sufficient of the Bible to influence the people in whose very marrow ° 
generations of care for the Book of Books has planted an. ineradicable 
responsiveness. It is this latent reaponsiveness that is.educed when the 
Bible is read in. English during synagogue service. We Jews have no con- 
ception of the priceless asset we possess uncultivated. amongst us in the 
pages of Scripture. 


Do I, then, advocate the reading of the Bible in the vernacular in our ser- | 
vices instead of in Hebrew? A thousand times No, Why a comparatively mere 
smattering acquaintance with our ancient tongue has enabled me toshow how 
lame and halting in comparison with the original is the authorised version 
of the line in the Psalms quoted at Mile End by Mr. Lloyd George. Only in 
the original can the beauty and the grandeur, the wonderful nobility of 
expression and the aptness of'phrasing of the Bible be appreciated. No 
translation, however deft, can convey what the Hebrew yields to him who 
comprehends it.. The Bible is 4 great asset for the Jew, just because it was 
written inthe Jew's tongue. Only by such a knowledge of it as enables us 
to understand it in the original can we realise the full value of our asset. 
No mor@“hopeful sign amidst much that gives us todespair of our future has 
appeared these many years than the movement, happily fast growing, for 
the teaching and cultivation of Hebrew asa living —and not adead—language. 
| make bold to say that the historian of the time to come, when he examines 
the threads that will have gone to form the strand carrying our people's 
story from now till then, will fix upon the Talmud Torahs and the Hebrew-

OBITUARY. 


Rev. S. ALFRED ADLER. 


We deeply regret to have to record the death of the “Rev. Solomon Alfred 


Adler, only son of the Chief Rabbi, which took placejearly on Tuesday 


morning at the Home Sanatorium, 
Southbourne. Mr. Adler had 
been seriously ill for a long time: 
and “it was only by the utmost 
care and assiduous attention that 
his life was prolonged. An 
attack of pleurisy supervened on 
Wednesday of last week and Dr, 
and Mrs. Eichholz and Miss 
Nettie Adler travelled to his bed- 


at the last. Dr. and Mrs, Adler (to 
whom the sympathy of the com- 
munity. will go out full 
measure) were forbidden by their 
medical advisers to undertake 
the journey to Southbourne in the 
inclement weather. 


Solomon Alfred Adler was born 


at the City of London School, from 
which he matriculated in January. 
ISu4, He then proceeded to Jews’ 
College with a view to entering 
the Jewish ministry. For four 
consecutive years he gained the 
Kleazer Magnus” Essay Prize, 
whieh is awarded for research 
work in Biblieal and Hebrew Literature. He also gained several honours’ 
certificates at University College in English language and literature, Anglo- 
Saxon, Classies and Logic. In 189-1900, Mr. Adler travelled in South Africa, 
\ustralia and New Zealand, contributing a series of vivid articles on Jewish 
colonial life to the Jewish Curoxicte. ‘ While in Sydney, he was seized with 
serious illness, the effects of which he was never able wholly to shake off. 
His ecolonial.experiences made him an enthusiastic Imperialist and he was 
one of the first members of the Colonial Club. : 

veaMr. Adler's first ministerial appointments were in Dublin, and then as 
Visiting Minister to Reading, where he greatly consolidated the congrega- 
tion and established Hebrew and religion classes. In 1902 he was appointed 
Minister of the New Hebrew Congregation. Liverpool, where he performed 
much good work in spite of great ditliculties and in circumstances that were 
often depressing. In 190f he waselected Minister at Hlammersmith and was 
ereathy cheered by being once more in London, where he could be reunited 
with his pirents and the large circle of friends whom he had attracted to 
himself by his gentle and winning disposition. 

His activities in West London were greatly hampered by continued 
spells of ill-health and, eventually, in 1908 Mr. Adler was compelled to resign 
oflice, greatly to the regret of his congregation. — 

Mr. Adler was a great lover of children and a suecesstul teacher. He 
acted as examiner of the Old Montague Street Classes of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, where his visits were eagerly looked forward to by both 
teachers and pupils. 

Mr. Adler was an ardent Zionist and attended the congresses in [02 and 
1903. He served for some time also as a member of the Executive Committee 
of the English Zionist Federation. He was possessed of great literary. gifts 
and his extensive knowledge of English and of Jewish haggadic literature 
always made his writingsarich storehouse of illustration. To our columns 
he was a contributor almost to the last, and those who followed the series 
of soul-stirring letters signed" A Lover of My People” will have realised 
the beaiity of his style and the lofty vein of spirituality by which he was 
inspired. | 


SOME TRIBUTES. 


Alfred Adler, most lovable of men, had so many real friends in all 
directions, that there will be not a few desirous and eapable of rendering 
some triiute to his memory. The highest qualification for this generous 
task exists, surely, among his colleagues who knew him best, who appreci- 
ated him most, who were the greatest gainers from his comradeship and 
whose order, not too strong, alas! at its best, is the greatest loser by the 
tragedy which commenced at his enforced retirement from the ministry and 
which has now culminated in his all too early death. He entered the Jewish 
ministry with well defined advantages ind disadvantages. To deal with the 
latter first. 1t was a disadvantage to be the son of the brilliant head of the 
Jewish ministry who excelled at every point of the minister's «ualification 
and at every phase of the minister’s duty. Consciously or sub-consciously, 
there was, from the first, inevitable coatrast and criticism. The particular 
scope of his equipment and attainments, the limits in certain directions 
that he knew he was unable to pass and those in other directions that he 
feit he had left far behind, created difficulties of which he was acutely aware 
and which, as one who knew him well, 1 can truly say he met consistently 
with humility and courage in just the right places and in just the right 
degree. On the other hand, his advantages were distinctly pronounced. He 
had the prestige of a great name and the exceptional lever of a social 
position that the very few among us, as the ministry is constituted. can 
ultimately attain and with which, if | be not misunderstoad, none of us have 


commenced. Perhaps the highest thing I can say of him is that, from the 


moment he joined our ranks he gained our respect and affection because he 
was immediately one of ourselves, possessing the highest ideals of his call- 
ing, looking up with unmistakable sincerity to his elder colleagues and 
giving a genuine welcome and encouragement to those who came after him. 
In his association with us we were never fettered nor constrained by his 
presence among us, and neither word nor deed on our part was ever affected 
in their healthy and honest expression and outcome by the presence in our 
counsels of the son of the Chief Rabbi. His enthusiams were pure, his ideals 
were high, his sympathies were broadminded and catholic, and his whole 
bent was democratic. He was too courageous to eare for anything but 
honesty, and he was too diflident to realise, quite, what a tower of stren?th 
he was to us.

pronunciation of Hebrew. He continued active to the last. For

The Russian Duma Session. 


The Education Problem. 

M. Niselovitech moved an amendment to the Bill, providing for the 
recognition of the Yiddish language in the schools, emphasising the 
claims of the Jews once more. (His action forms a striking contrast to the 
decision of the Karaite Conference now sitting in private at Eupatoria, for 
the purpose of reconsidering their legal status and their communal affairs, 
The Conference resolved to foster the study of their history amongst 
themselves and of their religion in the schools, but to abstain 
from annoying Russia's rulers by a demand to inaugurate for their benefit 
instruction in Hebrew in the secondary schools.) After a long discussion, 
M. Niselovitch had the satisfaction of seeing his amendment carried. M, 
Freedman has introduced an amendment negativing the effeet of the Bill 
on Jewish elementary schools, Chedarim and Talmud Torahs, and facilitating 
the opening of Saturday courses. Although the Duma majority and the 
Government have defended the necessity of religious instruction in the 
schools, it was decided last week that the State should defray the expenses 
incurred by the Orthodox Church only, in teaching religion in the educa- 
tional institutions, leaving it to the other sects to raise such funds on their 
own account. M. Purishkevitch revealed, during the debate, the cause of 
tlie anxiety of the reactionaries not to give Jews a free hand in the 
elementary schools. They are afraid that they may open a number of new 
schools, thus ecducating the ignorant masses. M. Niseloviteh did not 
appease them on that point. On the contrary, he expressed the hope that 
the Russian Jews would emulate the example set by their German core- 
ligionists during the recent Berlin University fetes, and contribute heavily 
towards education funds. a 

The Machnovka (Kieff) atfair ended last week with the expulsion of the 
Jewish pupils who refused to write on Saturdays. | 

M. Kasso has issued a circularordering the application of the percentage 
norm to Jews changing from one University faculty to another. 

The inquiry of the Minister concerning the position of Jews in the 
schools is principally centred round the complaints of the real Russians that 
the Jews monopolise the educational institutions and the scholarships. It 
is believed, however, that the Commission will also examine a few petitions 
against principals still refusing to obey even the Ministerial circulars and 
rejecting Jewish candidates qualified for admission. . 


The Polish Local Government Bill. 

The Duma Committee has had under consideration the Polish Local 
Government Bill. M. Niselovitch drew the attention of the members to the 
beneficial work performed by the late Baron Giinzburg and other Jewish 
representatives in the Russian municipalities. M. Freedman reminded them 
of the fact that the equality of the Jews in Galicia does not undermine 
Polish supremacy there. M. Maslenikoff and Professor Tchepkin also spoke 
favourably of the Jews. The Government representative defended the 
restrictions, arguing that the Jewish problem could not be settled during 
the discussion of the Bill. The two Polish representatives adopted the 
course we predicted. They abstained from voting, thus allowing the 
reactionaries to earry the anti-Jewish clauses by eleven votes to ten. 
Amidst a heated scene, M. Niseloviteh exclaimed ‘ * You will not extinguish 
us for all that.” | 

The Chelm Province Bill. 

The Duma Committee has rejected the Government proposal to prohibit

A New Franchise Bill | 

M. Wrizanovsky, the Assistant-Minister of the Interior, bas been 
entrusted with the preparation of a Franchise Bill, which is intended to 
come into force before the next elections.

An Appeal by Princess Christian. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CLLRONICLE.” 

Sik,—The East London Nursing Society was founded in when 
cholera epidemie of 1866 and the influence of Miss Nightingale were tres! 
in mens minds. Ever since that date it has unostentatious!y jo ied 
nurses in some ofthe poorest homes of England in the East End. It e¢ 
to have won the respect of all those with whom ‘it co-operates in cordial 
amity, such as the clergy and ministers of the parishes ; the Guardians ; the 
Health Authorities; the Queen Vietoria Jubilee Institute; the hospitals. 
which it relieves the sooner of cases discharged into its care; the Jewish 
Self-Help Society, with which we have lately readjusted our spheres of 
work; and the Jewish Board of Guardians, which supports a Yiddish 
speaking nurse of the Society. It is eminently a non-pauperising charity. 
for the nurses give no money, and their presence, besides bringing he.ith 
to the sick or comfort to the dying, introduces the most wholesome ond 
educative influence into homes where often ignorance or worse prey (i\s. 
The statistics for 1909 show that our twenty-seven nurses paid Sti,880) (sits 
to 5,616 cases last year. | 

We claim that so great and beneficial a work deserves public suppr't. 
but during the forty-two years of its existence the Society has never jade 
apublic appeal. It has relied to a great extent upon the few large =.) 
scriptions of generous’ supporters, such as the Wigram and Stuart-Wortley 
families, Lady Meath and others, of whom some have individually borne the 
whole cost of a nurse. Time has brought the inevitable loss of some of these 
mainstays. The income from subscriptions has in late years fallen shor’ of 
necessary expenditure. At last, therefore, we are compelled to make our 
appeal; firstly, for a larger number of subscribers, however smal! their 
gifts, and secondly, for an immediate fund to build up a small reserve for 
emergencies and to meet capital expenditure with which we are faced 
under the following circumstances. One of our Nurses’ Homes, that in 
Stepney Green, has been bought over our heads for other purposes, ini we 
may at any moment receive notice to quit. Houses suitable for our purpose 
are rare in East London, but we have an opportunity of buying the ! ase 0! 
an admirably-adapted house close to the Mile End Road. Such a chance 
might not recur. To buy this lease and equip the house as a Nurses Home

IN DAYS THAT ARE PASSED. 
HISTORIAN AND EDUCATIONIST. 


‘JOST: 
On November 22nd, 1860, Isaac Mareus Jost, one of that small band «| 
leaders. who formed in themselves the modern school of Jewish history vnd 
literature, passed away in his sixty-eighth year. Very early in life, Jost, 
was a needy orphan, showed his originality and determination to break wii 4 
tradition by refusing to become a Rabbi, as his friends and guard 
wished, preferring to devote himself to education. Not Jewish educat 
on the old unprogressive lines, however, but education more in consonance 
with the modern spirit which was then, a century ago, showing itself... Thus 
his first appointment was at a school for the co-eduecation of Jews, and 
Christians, but the then Prussian Government was less liberal-minded thin 
some of its Jewish subjects, and the interesting experiment in which Jost 


was concerned came to an end in conseyuence of the refusal of the Govern- 


ment to permit Christian children to attend the school. To the early 
period of Jost’s career belong his educational writings, the first of which 
were a grammar of the English language and, a dictionary to Shakespear's 
plays. Other educational works from his pen were, however, of a more 
Jewish complexion. 

To the world at large, Jost stands forth as a historian of the Jews. 11) 
masterpiece was his “History of the Israelites since the Times o! t.e 
Maccabees,” and this was followed by a smaller history of the Jews. is 
‘Newer History of the Israelites,” and his * History of dudaism anu ts 
Sects.” Jost was, moreover, the author of several political brochi: - 
wherein the interests of German Jewry were defended, and of a Gera 
translation with Hebrew Commentory of the Mishnah.

THE REDMAN'S ROAD TALMUD TORAH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “* JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin, With much surprise and regret I observe from your last issue that 
the Redman’s Road Talmud Torah is still in need of a considerable sum of 
mone y—not less than £600- to enable its new building to be completed and 
brought into use. The inadequacy of the response to the appeal which has 
been made on behalf of this institution suggests that its importance has not 
been fully realised by the community at large; and as one keenly interested 
in Hebrew education, and in the Redman’s Road Talmud Torah in particular, 
I venture to ask for a few lines of your valuable space in order to point out 
some of the reasons which make it esseptiil that the amount still recuired 
should be quickly subseribed. 

It is -oming to be generally recognised that the educational problem is 
among the most serious of the problems that confront the Anvlo-Jewish 
community at the present dav. Some knowledge of the principles of 
Judaisin, of the Hebrew language and of Jewish history is absolutely 
essential unless the rising generation is to dritt away altogether. Thatisa 
proposition which few, if any, will gainsay. On the other hind, the ditli- 
culties in the way of providing even the mevessary minimum of Jewish 
edueation for Jews in) England are enormous. The mere struggle for 
existence makes it necessary that the larger portion of the child’s time 
should be given up to secular instruction: and the claims of specifically 
Jewish education have to be satisfied, so far as they can be, in what for the 
non-Jewish child is “spare time.” In the East End the problem is aggra- 
vated by material ditiiculties. The parents are mostly poor and have not 
the means to provide unaided for the Jewish education of their children. 
Whether the problem of superimposing a thorough Jewish training on the 
necessary secular training is ultimately soluble in this country that 
question that has yet to be decided. , 
at work in the East End which cre trying to solve the problem : and amone 
these the Talmud Torahs deservedly hold high place. The education 
which they give is genuinely Jewish, and they have the contidence of the 
Jewish masses. But their work is hindered by lack of means. Their build- 
ings and eyuipment leave much to be desired; their teachers are for the 
most part inadequately paid; and these material disadvantages necessarily 
re-act on the quality of the teaching. The recently founded Talmud Torah - 
Trust will, it is hoped, do much to strengthen and improve these institu- 
tions: but the process must be a gradual one. | 

The Talmud Torah Trust has made excellent beginning ‘by its 
renerous contribution of £300 to the Redman's Road Talmud Torah Build- 
ing fund. Al! who have visited this institution must have been struck by 
two things—the excellence of the teaching and the woful inadequacy of the 
building and equipment. That an important, Talmud Torah, providing instruc- 
tion in the Hebrew language and in Judaism for hundreds of boys, should have 
beea allowed to remain for solong in such unsatisfactory premises, and to 
carry on its work under such patent drawbacks, must be matter of amaze- 
ment to an unprejudiced observer. That the Talmud Torah has now sue 
eeeded in building premises which will provide adeqtiate accommodation for 
its pupils, and which have been pronounced satisfactory by the London 
County Council, is matter for genuine satisfaction. This step was not 
merely desirable in the interests of hygiene and of education: it was 
absolutely necessary. But the question is now whether the community will 
allow the Talmud Torah to enter its new premises under a load of debt: | 
whether its work, despite the incomparably superior conditions under | 
which it will in future be carried on, is to be hampered by financial obliga- | 
tions incurred through the provision of those superior conditions. This | 
question can be answered in one way—the right and necessary way—by the | 
contribution of some six hundred pounds more to the building fund. ~ If it | 
is answered otherwise—but I refuse to entertain the supposition. One of 
the richest and most generous of all the Jewish communities in the world 
cannot refuse this measure of support to Jewish education. To have one 
Talmud Torah at least decently housed, decently equipped, decently 
financed, will be a great step forward. It rests with those who care for 
Jewish education, which is the life-breath of Judaism, to see that this step 
is taken,

* Jewvenis,” I take equally emphatic exception to the suggestions of others 
of your correspondents, that his letters should never have been pubi ished.

A Vindication. 

Benjamin Hirsch Auerbach (180S—1872) took a leading part in the 
* Orthodox “opposition to Reform. He was a man of learning and character. 
and it was all the more regrettable that unfounded suspicion should be cast 
on his good fame. | 

It arose thus. In the years IStS—{ Auerbach published three parts of 
the Sepher Ha-eshkol, a halachic (legal-ritual) work containing much Gaonie 
material by Abraham b. Isaac of Narbonne (1110—1179). But Auerbach did 
not very clearly indicate the manuscript on which he relied his text 
differed considerably from the Carmoly and Paris MSS., the only two known 
to exist. As the MS. which’ Auerbach used has not been forthcoming, it was 
almost inevitable that some should be found sceptical as to its existence. 

Such scepticism, however, was quite unfounded, and Dr. H. Ehrentreu 
and J. Schor (as Drs. Hoffmann and Berliner confirm in their preparatory 
epistles) have thorougbly removed all grounds for hesitation in their Hebrew 
pamphlet Zidkath ha-Zaddik (Berlin, Itzkowski). 

But what became of the manuscript ? The answer is interesting. The 
authors of the Vindication print the Will of Moses Halevi of Merzig, who 
owned the MS. This worthy directed that all his manuscripts should be 
buried with him, and thus his grave entombs the Auerbach original. Dr. 
Berliner provides a parallel. Aaron Worms: of Geislautern, who died in 
1836, similarly directed that all his writings should be buried with him. 
Moses Halevi left special orders that all his MSS. were to be buried unread. 


Hence, among his own original works the Eskkol must have been committed 
to the grave.

These answers are to be written 
out athome. The following week the pupil receives a picture illustrating the lesson 
to be pasted in the leaflet. These leaflets are to be bound together by the child, in 
covers especially furnished for the purpose, and thus he helps make ‘from week to

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MR. J. H. LEVY ON THE JEWS IN THE MODERN WORLD. 


Communicated. | 


Mr. J. H. Levy, at a meeting of the West End Jewish Literary Society 
on Sunday, took as the subject of an address " The Jews in the Modern 
World with special preference to their Sconomie Position.” Mr. ALERED 
MILNES, M.A., a well-known economist, presided. 

The LECTORER said that there was a society ealled the Catholic Truth 


Society, and another called the Society for Promoting Christian hk nowledge, — 


and some of his audience might have come there with the expectation that 
he would expound to them Jewish Economics. But he always strove to look 


-out on the world without the tinted spectacles provided by the sects. His 


endeavour wes to see what there was to be seen, whatever it might be, in its 
true colours, no matter how disagreeable might be the facts. This might be 
called the Hellenic view of the world, not the Hebraic; but he was under 
no obligation. to take the Hebraic view. Moreover, he beld that the Hellenic 
and the Hebraic views, at their best, were not contradictory but comple- 
mentary. Nothing could be more unfortunate for the Hebraic view than 
to regard them as antithetical. Strange as the information might 
appear to them, Jews were ordinary. human beings, and economic 
laws needed no. qualification when applied to them. The lecturer 
then gave a short. exposition of the cconomics. of income and pro- 
ceeded ta apply this to the case of the Jews. Those races, he said, 
which were the most mobile, and had no sentiments which interfered with 
their choice of the best economic surroundings, had an enormous advantage 
over people who were rooted to one spot. Jews had this great advantage, 
but they were constantly rebelling against it. They were a race, not a 
nation. * They were scattered among the nations of the world, and were 
more mobile in their habitations than most other people. They thus got a 
very advantageous and widespread market for their peculiar abilities, and 
the nations gained by this also. This superiority Jews would loose by being 
clustered together. It was dispersion, not aggregations and segregation, 
which was the source of their strength ; but they were constantly hankering 
after segregation, and in a most unfavourable economic environment. 
Atavism was the Jewish weakness. For his own part, he could not see why, 
if atavism was to be their politics—economie policy, they should pitch on 
two or three millennia as the period of their retrogression. Why not go 
back 50,000 or 100,000 years or more, to the home of our quadramanal 
ancestors, and live up a tree and feed on nuts? It might be replied that the 
matter could not be decided on economic grounds alone. They might, Mr. 
Levy said, decide it how they liked; but he was bound to point out the 
economic consequences. The lecturer then gave a scathing denunciation of 
Jewish almsgiving, «uoted the interviews with the Chief Rabbi of Turkey 
and the Hon. Osear Straus in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of 9th September and 7th 
October, and «oncluded as follows: 


It is undoubtedly a terrible misfortune for our people that one-half of them 
should have their homein Russia. In so far as they share the fate of their fellow 
countrymen the \ scovite wpire, ou! pity voes out to them in Common with 
those fellow-countrymen of theirs. But their lot is far harder than that of non- 
Jewish Russian subjects; and why Partly, no doubt, because they professed a 
religion ditierent from the State region of Russia, for in that semi-barbaronus 
country there is no such thing as religious liberty Sut if this were all. thev would 
be no worse o}! than Catholics and other Russians who do not beiong to the Orthodox 
(greek Church hereas. as aimatter of fact, their lot is immeasurably harder, and 


they se f e faced with the dreadful alternative of quick apostasy or slow exte! 
atic comes this’ the natural froit of what have called the atavistic 
pohey ; and, while this has been going on, the attempt has been made to cure it, and 
all the other evils that Jews are subject to—including that of living in this co intry 

by more atavism. Nero fiddling while Rome burned is an altogether inadequate 
parallel to Jewish pohey in this awful crisis. -A tale is told of a sinking ship, on the 


deck of whieh the sailors assembled, having abandoned 
that one of them should say a praver on their behalf. It was found that none of them 
could do this. So one of them—I suspect he was of Jewish origin—proposed thar 
they should make a collection. This was done. The-—-shall I say Shekels -—were 
collected, and the ship went down with its crew. | 

In the discussion that followed, the two Jewish speakers' (the Rev. Dr. 
J. Hochman and another) agreed that it was atavism which had saved the 
Jewish race through centuries of persecution, and laid stress on the 
survival of the race. Mr. Levy replied that the louse also had survived. 
It was, according to the legend of the ten plagues, contemporaneous with 
the Jews in Egypt, and was soto this day. Mere survival proved nothing, 
for it was predicable of all that existed, whether good or evil. He drew 
their attention to the portion 7? 7>, Abraham was not atavistic. He left 
his country, his kindred, and his father’s house, in order that he might 
devote himself to that which he recognised as the highest; and, if they 
were not prepared to do this, they would die out, and deservedly so.

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JEWISH COUNCIL SCHOOLS IN THE EAST END. 


The conference of school managers and members of the London County 
Council for the Borough of Stepney which was held yesterday week was to 
have considered a motion by the Rev. F. St. John Corbett, the Rector of St. 
George's, in the following terms: -“ That in the best interests of the 
religious and secular imstruction of the children, the Christian and Jewish 
children should be educated in separate schools.’ When this item on the 
agenda was reached, however, Mr. Corbett was not present, and the Chair- 
man was about to pass on to the next item on the agenda. Mr. W. C. 
Johnson, L.C.C., thereupon moved the motion in the following amended 
form: *‘ That in the best interests of the religious and secular instraction of 
the children it is not desirable that the Christian and Jewisb children 
should be educated in separate schools.” Mr. Johnson said that he thought 
it was a very great pity that the motion had been placed on the agenda, and 
he exceedingly regretted that the question had been raised at all. Those 
who had for years werked in the East End and had made it one of the 
principal objects of their work to avoid friction between the two great 
races that inhabited the Kast End the Jews and non-Jews—felt very keenly 
that it was a great mistake to have raised the question in that form. He 
did not know why the gentleman who proposed the motion was not there, 
but he hoped the managers would at once put their foot down on this matter 
and show that they were entirely opposed to the motion on the paper. 
(Loud applause,) 

Mr. J. May, L.C.C., seconded the amended motion. He said that he did 
not know why the reverend gentleman had not turned up to back his 
extraordinary proposal. He wished the conference to realise that they 
were not there to emphasise religious differences or to separate the sheep 
from the goats. They were not training young Jews or young Christians, 


but young citizens. (Hear, hear.) The whole thing was utterly 
reactionary. 


On being put to the meeting the amended motion as moved by Mr. 
Johnson was carried, nem. con. A considerable number of Jewish managers 
attended the meeting, amongst. those present being: Mr. C. Stettauer, 
L.C.C., Mr. H. H. Gordon, L.C.C., Mrs. N. L. Coben, Mrs. Stettauer, Miss H.

Miss I. Samuel; Mrs. Neuhaus, Miss C. Magnus, the Rev. J. Mrs. Stern, 
and Messrs. C. G. Montefiore, Mark Moses, J.P., Denzil Myer. and Ernest 
Morley. 

In a report presented to the London County Council on Tuesday, 
the Education Committee stated that it had been the practice of the Counc, 
in view of the difficulties oecasioned by the absence of pupils on the ocea- 
sion of Jewish festivals, to authorise an alternative scheme of holidays for 
sebools largely attended by Jewish children and to approve double sessions 
on Fridays in such schools during the winter months on 
incidence of the Sabbath. As the Jewish children of the Virginia Road 
School (S.W. Bethnal were found to eonstitute a majority of the 
pupils in attendane, arrangements were made for the application of the 
scheme of Jewish holidays to this school for the current educational year, 
and also for double sessions on Iridavs during the winter months. A certain 
amonnt of dissatisfaction, proceeded the Conimittee, appeared to exist 
among the parents of nen-Jewish children in attendance at the sehool, 
principally on aceount of the double session, and the Committee had inter- 
viewed a deputation of the managers with regard to the matter.
